tho South will cover about 2000 miles. 
It Is to begin Oct. 18. The first stop 
will be at Richmond. Va. The presi- 
dent on Oct. 19 will be at Raleigh, N. 
C.. where a fair will ho In progress, 
nnd on the 20th he will visit the home- 
stead where his mother was born at 
Roswcll. Ga., and then make a longer 
stop at Atlanta. 
Here another fair 


will be held. He will go to Jackson- 
ville, on the 21st. St. Augustine on the 
22d. MontKOtnery. Ala., and Tuskegeo 
on the 23d. 
Then he will visit Birm- 


ingham and Mobile nnd If the yellow 
fevcv will permit, he will also go to 
New Orleans. Little Rock and Mem- 
phis. Leaving Memphis he will return 
to 
Washington, 
having 
been 
gone 


about 10 days. 


The. president will probably have on 


this trip a private car. a baggage car. 
two sleepers and a dining 
car. 
For 


such'service the railroads ordlnarily 
charge about J2.50 a mile, which would

If there are 20 persons In the party— 


nnd usually there are quite as many 
on thu president's tram—the cost of 
meals will be about $60 a day, or for 
10 nays 5600.

Carl, N'ew York avenue. Hallslde, Hun- 
glnten. Personal." 
It was tho general opinion that some 


one was playing n practical Joke, but 
Developments that followed the receipt 
of a similar threatening letter by a 
Mrs. 
Wlllcts threw a different light 


upon the matter. 
On receiving the letter 
demanding 


Jl.OOO Mrs. Wlllets caused to be placed 
under a stone where tho writer had 
directed her to place It n letter con- 
taining $<.

Leonard told the police today that he

On the 2Cth of 
September, he satd ho found four blank 
checks on the Hanover National bnnk. 
That was In the forenoon. 
I-ator In 


tho same day. he said that he was In 
the corridor ot the National City bank 
and amonp those waltinK In lino, he 
snld ho saw a man holding In his hand 
nn envelope marked "$200.000. W 
per 


cent." on the envelope. He said he 
hoard the loaii clerk tell tho messenger 
It'was 4',i and not 4W. Then he said 
the messenger went out. 


Leonard then hart his cue nnd went 


to the Bowery and there -ordered 
a 


rubber cortltlcntlon stamp. Before he 
ordered this stamp he had cut out the 
certification of an old 
check 
from 


which the stamp wan to be copied. Af- 
ter he secured the stamp he tilled out 
the body of the check drawn on the 
Hanover National bank. He then said 
he went to Wall street and hailed 
a 


passing boy. He asked him. he said. 
If he knew whore the City National 
bank was. The boy said he did not. 
Leonard then said he told him: "Take 
this check to No. r.2 Wall street and 
hand it to the loan clerk." 
Leonard In the meanwhile stood op-
